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Senator Levin To Join In Moving Wall Ceremony 


The Vietnam Memorial Moving Wall --- a 250-foot, half- 
scale replica of the Victnam Veterans Memorial in Washing- 
ton, D.C, —-- visits Grayling from August 23 to 29, atthe Camp 
Grayling Parade Field. Daily viewing hours are 8 a.m. to9 p.m, 

The Memorial Moving Wall grew out of talks among three 
Vietnam veterans from California —- John Devitt, Gerry Haver 
and Norris Shears -— for the sole purpose of sharing, 

Construction began in February, 1983, and was completed in 
October, 1984. Like the Vietnam Vetcrans Memorial in 
Washington, the Moving Wall was financed through contribu- 
lions made by the public. 

The Moving Wail’s Crawford County visit is sponsored by 
the Camp Grayling Arca Minutemen Foundation. Committee 
member Donna O’ Grady explained that the Foundation wanted 
to bring it to Grayling to give arca residents an opportunity to

sce the Vietnam Memorial without having to travel to Wash- 
ington. 

As of January 1, t990, there are $8,175 names of American 
military people, killed between 1959 and 1975, listed on the 
Memorial. Approximately 1,300 of those listed are still 
P.O.W,s and M.LAs, 

Names are listed in chronological order, according to the 
date of the casualty. Within cach day, the names are alphabet- 
ized. For M.LA,s, the casualty date is the dale they were 
reported missing. 

The list starts and ends at the apex, beginning with the date 
1959 on panel 1E, The listing goes out to the end of the cast 
wall (70E), then resumes at the end of the west wall (7OW), and 
ends with the date 1975.

Pace Of Manistee River Restoration 
Work Surprises Most People Involved 


Work to restore the Upper Manistee River’s trout fishery and 
other recreational features is proceeding at a pace that is 
surprising even the most optimistic of its supporters, says Joc 
Kutkuhn, chairman of the Upper Manistee River Restoration 
Commiticc. 

“Thanks largely to camp Shawono (Michigan Department 
of Social Services) and Michigan Youth Corps (MYC) crews, 
control of streambank crosion and related improvement of 
public access are being expedited,” he said. 

The work consists mainly of placing rock riprap, revege- 
lating exposed streambank, building timber stairways and 
retaining walls, and erecting post-and-rail fences. Partly as a 
result of this and last year's work, the riverbed is already reveal- 
ing increased gravel exposure at many locations, according to 
Kutkuhn, 


Spearhcaded by the year-old, 13-member Upper Manistee 
River Restoration Committee (UMRRC), activity along the 
river intensified greatly in mid-June with the assignment to 
river projects of four MYC groups, two cach in Crawford and 
Kalkaska countics, Supervised by personnel of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources (Mio, Grayling, and Kalkaska) and 
the Crawford-Roscommon and Kalkaska Soil and Water Con- 
servation Districts, these young men and women have already 
made significant headway in correcting problems atthe County 
Road 612 crossing and CCC Bridge State Forest Campground. 
Similar trouble spots between Cameron Bridge and Sharon, 
most of whose repair is being engineered by the U.S. Soil 
Conservation (SCS) office in Grayling, are also scheduled for 
MYC attention over the next few weeks. 

Beginning carlier in the spring, arrangements with Camp 
Shawono staff made groups of up to 10 young men and 
counsclors available for several hours each week to perform 
comparable work on Portage Creck. This work is being funded 
by the Department of Military Affairs and supervised by a 


UMRRC representative. The improvements along Portage 
Creek completed to date, including those made previously in 
conjunction with the new military road and gas pipeline cross- 
ing on Camp Grayling, constitute a major step loward restoring 
this tributary as premicr trout habitat, said Kutkuhn. 
Kutkuhn also acknowledged the Michigan Civilian Conser- 
vation Comps, Trout Unlimited, and AuSable-Manistec Action 
Council for underwriting construction matcrials; the Michigan 
National Guard’s 125th Infantry (Co B, Saginaw), SCS, and 
Upper Manistee River Association for their volunteer treat- 
ment of a major crosion sile off Riverview Road below M-72; 
the Crawford County Road Commission for its help on work 
at Cameron and CO 612 Bridges; the AuSable Conservation 
Trust for planting seedlings at treated crosion sites; the Huron 
Pines RC&D Area Council for coordinating much of the work 
described; and various area venders for their patience and 
generosity. A growing number of financial contributions from 
private individuals and groups have also been received, 

Additional repair work planned for later this summer and fall 
includes the horse crossing at Goose Creek Trail State Camp- 
ground and the untreated crosion sites that remain between CO 
612 and M-72, Funds with which to perform all or most of this 
work have been allocated by the DNR, specifically $25,000 for 
the trail crossing and $50,000 foras many of the other projects 
as can be accommodated, Also in the planning stage for action 
next year are a minimum of three sediment traps for removing 
excessive sand from Portage Creck, and the control of serious 
erosion at several points on the river's mainstream and lower 
North Branch in the Sharon area, 

“The UMRRC salutes the Camp Shawono and MYC work 
crews, as well as their sponsors and supervisors, fora job well 
done, Commitice efforts supplemented with contributions like 
theirs continue to unfold as a tribute to community interest in 
rehabilitating one of Northem Michigan’s outstanding natural 
resources,” said Kutkuhn,

Friends and family tellme P've gone a bit overboard with this 
recycling thing. [gu os that’s because they have witnessed me 
wash, dry, and reuse coffee filters and certain wrappings, have 
watched me like the time to cut paper labels off of plastic 
wrappings so the wrapping can be recycled, and [have refused 
lo buy eggs in styrofoam cartons if paperboard cartons were not 
available. [pul up with the sruckers because [feel good know- 
ing that 'm doing as much as I can to save our planet. Someday 
when they realize the importance of it, hope they come to me 
for advice as they decide to change their habits. 


People want recycling to be convenient; otherwise thcy 
don’ twant to do it. Ifyou really care, though, you will be cager 
ta put forth a little effort. Here in Crawford County, T feel 
recycling is made convenient, but there are still complaints. 
Most of them come down to the fact that people do not want to 
getin their cacand drive their trash ta a drop-off site. [suppose 
a “recycling carpool” could come about. Those in rural areas 
could have a designated driver and the rest help with the gas. 
Small groups can be formed in neighborhoods where everyone 
gels together and sorts their items and takes turns hauling i 
away. It could actually become fun. The bins at the refuse 
station are ina good location, considering everyone has to go 
to town and they are not going to have to go that far out of their 
way. Curbside pick-up is available for Milltowa Refuse cus- 
tomers, and IT understand that a recycling center has been 
started at Camp Shawono. So regardless of where you live, it 
is not a big effort to get your recyclables to a drop-off site. 


We need more people involved in recycling. A lot more, 
What good is it going to do me to make sure my wastes are 
disposed of properly and to be very cauuous as to what I use 
around my home, if everyone around me is going to do the 
opposite? What good will itdo for any of us to take the time to 
protect this earth if the majority do not care? t would love to 
protect my little acre of land to keep it as a sanctuary for the 
wildlife around here. Burt cannot stop bad water from entering 
where I five. Pean’t putup ashield to keep the airclean. Ittakes 
an effort on everyone's part. In every county. In every state. 

I fear for this earth. Sometimes I wonder if it is too late. Has 
so much damage already been done that it is irreversible? I 
know that lalways wantclean water to drink. Good soil to grow 
things. Twantto be able to breathe deeply without choking on 
the stench from industry.

THERE HASN’T BEEN much public discussion --- after 
a first few journalistic notices — about a supposedly new 
proposal by Gov. James Blanchard to elect the state’s superin- 
tendent of public instruction, 

Atpresent, the superintendent is appointed ty the partisanly- 
elected state board of education. Frequently the appointment is 
along party lines. So arc many of the board’s decisions, 

Mr. Blanchard proposed that to get away from that sort of 
partisanship, perhaps the superintendent should be elected 
directly by the voters. That way he/she would be responsible to 
the voters who elected him/her, rather than the politicians who 
appointed her/him. 

* * * 

MAYBE NOBODY told the governor — at least, he cer- 
tainly didn’t mention it -— but that’s exactly the way we used 
to do it here in Michigan. 

The superintendent of public instruction was an elective 
post. Each party nominated candidates, and the election was 
held in the spring to separate the education decision from 
gubernatorial or presidential politics. 

As a matter of fact, Michigan used to have several other 
elective administrative officers in state government, Now, 
there is the governor, licutenant govemor, atlomcy gencral and 
secretary of state. 

Not too long ago, voters also chose the state treasurer and 
stale auditor gencral, as well as the state highway commis- 
sioner and superintendent of schools. 

That all changed about 30 ycars ago. The most recent state 
constitutional convention in 1961-62 wanted to do away with 
election of all but the four presently elected administrative 
olfices, and the voters in a statewide election adopted the 
present constitution in 1963. 


* * * 


THE REASONING OF CONSTITUTION framers was 
10 focus administrative responsibility in the hands of the 
governor, and to do away with the many independent political 
kingdoms that are possible when so many state officials are 
clected directly. 

Maybe the present system in education isn’t working well, 
Maybe there’s too much politics. Maybe the state board of 
education should be smaller... maybe it should be appointed by 
the governor,,.. maybe the superintendent should be appointed 
dhrectly by the governor.

The Detroit News article explained how Collins began 
his crusade six years ago after he came upon a car wreck 
that still makes him shiver. 

Three children, a brother and two sisters, were travel- 
ing toa homecoming game when a drunken teenager hit 
their car head on. The boy and girl in the front seat were 
killed instantly, but the 15-year-old girl in the back, 
Patricia, was still alive when Collins arrived at the scene. 

He tried to pull her out, but couldn't. Before he could 
leave to get more help, Patricia asked him, “Mister, 'm 
not fixing to dic, am 1?” 

“f won't let you die,” Coltins told her and then she said, 
“Promise me.” 

Collins promised her she wouldn’t die but when he 
came back he said those big beautiful eyes were staring 
off into space. 

“Solcoultdn’tkeep my promise to her,” Collins told the 
Livonia high school students, “But ifsomeone will listen, 
I'll try to keep that promise to someone else.” 

Collins is able to reach many students with his crusade. 
Hip, street-tough teenagers have actually broken down 
and cried during his speech. Some remember friends and 
relatives they have lost because of drunk driving acci- 
dents. 

He tells students not to drink and drive and warns them 
about getting into a car with someone who's been drink- 
ing. 

During onc of his presentations, Tom Monaghan, owner 
of the Detroit Tigers, offered to pay his travel expenses. 
Now Collins travels to schools across the country with his 
message, hoping someone will take his message to heart.

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Local Youth Re-enacts Voyage 


Local youth Jeremiah Hoover, 16, participated in a different 
type of canoe marathon, when he and 11 other men re-enacted 
a voyage typical of the French fur traders, from: Mackinaw 
City w Midland in July. 

The trip was made by the Sanford Brigade as a part of 
Midland’s Riverdays Festival. The crew, dressed in 17th 
century voyageur garb, paddied an 800-pound reproduction of 
the canoes used by the French trappers as they penetrated the 
interior of North America in the 1600s and early 1700s. 

The original freight canoes, made of birch bark, carried up 
to four tons of furs, all manner of trade goods, supplics, and up 
to 12 men, ‘The modern version, 2 34-foot fiberglass Montreal 
canoe rented ata cost of $700, was lighter and easier to paddle, 

Nevertheless, said Wendell Hoover, who paddled part of trip 
with his son, il was hard work. “There's nothing (in the design) 
that does the work for you.” 

The group left Mackinaw City at 6:30a.m. on Saturday, July 
t4, for the eight-day trip. They averaged 35 to 40 miles each

day along the shore of Lake Huron, then on the Saginaw and 
‘Titlabawassee Rivers. 

Although the canoe carricd a sail, the crew was able to use 
itonly once, fora short time. ‘The restof the trip was made into 
nearly continual three to four mile-per-hour head winds. 

Jeremiah said that the men averaged 40 to SO paddle suokes 
per minute, and once wentas high as 60, for an average of 5 to 
7 miles per hour, depending upon weather conditions. They 
pulled over only a couple of times, because of waves, which 
reached as high as six feet on Lake Huron. 

He tidn’t train for the grucling experience. After the first 
day, he said that couldn’t pick up his arms over his head. On 
the second day, though, paddling got easier, and the third day 
was perhaps his casicst of all. 

Onthe second day out, Jeremiah took over the front position. 
As bowman, he had to read the lake and rivers for obstacles that 
might have torn up the canoe. 

He said that he “traveled light and froze at night.” His one 
pair of blue jeans were wet “almost all the time,” even though 
it rained only once, on Thursday. 

The 12 voyageurs ranged in age from 16 to 65 years. 
Jeremiah, the youngest, said that he was “picked ona little, but 
not too much,” Three people were experienced canocists, one 
man knew Lake Huron well, and yet another man had never 
been in a canoe. They were accompanied by a good support 
crew, including a cook, so they “never went hungry.” 

Wendell Hoover, Park Interpreter at Hartwick Pines, trav- 
eled with the group from Mackinaw City to Harrisville, and 
joined them again from Freeland to Midland, but work pre- 
cluded him from making the entire trip. 

The crew ended their voyage at Midland’s Tridge on Satur- 
day, July 21, where a large crowd was present to meet them, 
Jeremiah, who is a veteran of several colonial period re- 
enactments, said that secing all the people didn’t faze him. 

And yes, he would like to make the 240-mile trip again. But 
next time he wants to attempt a more adventurous trip, pad- 
dling without the assistance of the support crew.

Diesel Fuel 
Spilled After 
Truck Rollover 


Between 100 and 200 gallons of diesel fuel was spilled last 
Thursday, August9, when an Ohio National Guard truck rolled 
over on Jones Lake Road. The driver and passenger escaped 
serious injury. . 

The accident occurred at 11:06 a.m. when Pvt. Isaiah Sand- 
ers, Jr., 23, lost control of the two and one-half ton truck while 
(raveling southwest on Jones Lake Road, about one-half mile 
from the Wilcox Bridge and Jones Lake Road intersection. 

The trick was equipped with tvo diesel fuel pods, and was 
carrying approximately 1,050 pallens of fuel when it rolled 
over, 

Pvt, Sanders and his passenger, Spc. Brian Clark, 24, were 
thrown from the truck and received only minor injuries. They 
were taken to Mercy Hospital by arnbulance where they were 
treated for cuts and bruises and released. 

Sort clean-up teams from the Michigan and Ohio National 
Guard from Camp Grayling worked in 80 degree temperatures 
to clean up the spill site. 

Camp Grayling Public Affairs Officer MAJ. Jerold Foch! 
said large sheets of a highly absorbant material were used to 
absorb the fuct that remained on the ground. Then the dirt and 
gravel affected by the spill on the roadway and shoulder were 
removed and replaced with clean soil and gravel. He said clean 
up efforts were carried out urider the supervision of DNR waste 
management personnel. The DNR will continue to investigate 
the spill to insure that there is no ground water contamination. 

MAJ. Foch! said the accident and resulting spilt occurred 
mainly on public property; however,one mailbox was knocked 
over and has since been replaced. 

Fire departments from Camp Grayting and Grayling were on 
the scene, as were officers from the Crawford County Sheriff 
Dept. and the military police. 

An investigation to determine the cause of the accident is 
continuing,

Woodpeckers are really 
unique in a number of ways. 
No other bird species leaves 
so much evidence of its pres- 
ence, A woodpecker’s whole 
body is designed for its life of 
making holes in solid wood. 

Since they sometimes drive 
their bill into wood as many as 
100 times a minute, their head 
bones are joined together by a 
tough clastic tissue which 
serves as a shock absorber. 
Strong neck muscles provide 
the force and bristly feathers 
around the nostrils filter out 
any wood dust gencrated while 


m chipping a hole in wood. 


With four toes on the foot, 
which is supported by short, 
powerful Iegs, the bird can 
cling toa tree with Tittle diffi- 
culty, The two toes pointing 
to the front and the two point- 
ing to the rear provide a tong- 
like grip. 

The two middle feathers on 
the tail are quite stiff and 
strong, and act as the main 
prop when the bird is holding 
onto a tree. During the annual 
molt, those two feathers do

not fall out until the other 
feathers are replaced. The tips 
of the tail feathers are so flex- 
ible that they will bend and 
spread into every crevice of 
the wood’s surface to support 
the bird. 

Woodpeckers are insect 
caters and much of what they 
eat live in or on wood, When 
a woodpecker goes to work 
ona tree, living or dead, itisa 
sure indication of an inscct 
prolem. In this area that prob- 
lem will be carpenter ants or 
wood borers. Woodpeckers 
can actually eliminate a col- 
ony of cartpenter ants. They 
have a long, flexible tongue 
which allows penctration into 
an insect’s tunnel. The tip of 
the tongue has barbs on it, 
which allows it to spear the 
insect. The insects become 
pre-digested food for the one 
brood of young raised cach 
year. 

Woodpeckers use their 
beaks to establish territory and 
attract a mate. So the next 
time you hear their hammer- 
ing, remember just how unique 
they are.

Sec- 
ond, organize concerned 
Christian teachers, parents, 
and students and petition your 
school board to avoid or cease 


using New Age curriculum 
and philosophy. 3. Third, as- 
semble your group at a sched- 
uled school board mecting to 
present your petition and 
concerns.” 

On the positive side, “the 
U.S. Supreme Court, in a 
decision dated June 4, 1990, 
(Board of Education v. Mer- 
gens) upheld the constitution- 
ality of Public Law No. 98- 
377, commonly known as the 
Equal Access Act. The Equal 
Access Act makes it unlawful 
for any public secondary 
schoo! which has a “Limited 
open forum” to deny equal 
access tO any students who 
wish to conduct a meeting on 
the basis of the religious con- 
tent of the speech at such a 
meeting.” Attorney David 
Gibbs will suggest legal guide- 
lines on the Equal Access Act 
during the legal workshops in 
the Seminar at Winston-Sa- 
lem. 

CLA gives some instruc-

tions on “How ToStarta Bible 
Club.” “The Equal Access Act 
authorizes a Bible club as a 
limited open forum if the 
schoo! uniformly provides 
that: 1) The meeting is volun- 
tary and student initiated, 2) 
There is no sponsorship of the 
meeting by the school, the 
government, or its agents or 
employees, 3) Employees or 
agents of the school or gov- 
emment are present at reli- 
gious meetings only in anon- 
participatory capacity, 4) The 
meeting does not materially 
and substantially interfere 
with the orderly conduct of 
educational activities within 
the school, and 5) Non-school 
persons may not direct, con- 
duct, contro! or regularly at- 
tend activities of student 
groups.”
